personally inspect tho works and ma- 
chinery of tho Fairbanks Sowing Machine 
Manufacturing Company, in tlio interest 
of Decatur parties who may noon bo finan- 
cially concerned iu this industry which 
in n few years has assumed gigantic pro- 
portions, As is well known to renders of 
tho UKFUIILIUAN representatives of this 
company have boon in 'Deeatur for some 
weeks conferring with tho local capital- 
ists about inking stock iu tho "Fairbanks" 
enterprise. The committee went down 
to Belleville in company with Mr. Cooh- 
ran to look at tho plant, aud those gen- 
tlemen all iigrce that tho industry is a 
big thing, and all aro anxious that tho 
factory should bo Icici'.tcd in Decntnr.

oyntera have blisters on them, which 
are caused by lying in brackish wa- 
ter, and when placed on the boat 
those blistered portions become pu- 
trid from tho change. 
Tho oyster, 


having boon removed from its natu- 
ral element, hasn't a chance to re- 
cover from any disease it may con- 
tract, but grows worst- and dies, 
Tho oyster crop is growing scarce 
because they don't breed fast enough 
to supply tho demand. 
Oysters oro 


generally in a good healthy condi- 
tion this season. 
The oystermen 


say it would bo of great benefit to 
the oyster trade heio if all the boats 
wore compelled to obtain license be- 
fore allowing them to dredge in the 
Potomac. 
All boats which enter tho 


ti'ibntiirios of tho Potomac, either in 
Virginia or Maryland, must first bo 
licensed. 
This would bo a chock on 


tho numerous dredgers who como 
into tho Potomao from Now York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other 
pliic-OH and monopolize tho 
homo 


trade. 
The only way to Hocnro this 


benefit is for tho LngiHluturos of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland to enact tho 
Htmid liuv, and thereby protect thoir 
own intorimts.
